The Miniſtry, on the other Hand, M 
took Meatures to eſtabliſh themſelves, tl 
and were, no queſlion, driven to make tk 
uſe both of Means and Hands which . m 
they never intended to make uſe of; W 
for to ſuch a Height were the Breaches W 
by this means brought, that as nothing Ye 
was omitted on one Side to attack, run a 
down, and overthrow them; ſo nothing cl 
was omitted on the Side of the Miniſtry, 2 
to preſerve themſelves : Theſe unhapp) th 
Exigencies drove both Parties to do things Wl ha 
which their own- Friends blame 1 5 ls: 
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W for, and which themſelves acknowledge, 
nothing but ſuch a Neceſſity could have 
oblig d them to do, ſuch as making twelve 
Lords on one hand, bringing in the Oc-

the like extraordinary Steps, which are 
buried in this Relation, rather becauſe 
they ſhould now be forgotten among 
us, than that they are not to the pur-

The bite. Sta, which is the Clue 
we are to trace in this Secret Hiſtory, was 
now given into the Hand which, as was 
mentioned before, had been treated with 
ſo much Impolitick Contempt, and the 
Prime Miniſtry * put upon that Head;

Nor was the Prime Miniſter wanting

No Confidence could be fram'd among 
them, without which an Accomodation 
Was altogether unpracticable; * nor Wis 
there ever wanting Agents, on both ſides, 


_ whoſe Buſineſs it was to prevent every 
approach towards an Agreement; and ta 
repreſent to either ſide, that the other 


were not to be truſted ; that at the ſame 
time that Application was made to heel 
the Breach, Meaſures were ſecretly laid to 
1 15 one another, and the like. 
By theſe and ſuch like Arts, and with 
the Addition of ſome unhappy Practices, 
the Breach grew every Day wider; and 
all Reconciliation of Parties and Meaſures 
being laid afide, the Party War grew up 
to that extravagant height, as the like has 


not been known in theſe Nations ſince 


the Civil War; for at the Revolution 
things came ſooner to a head.

-* Whereas, upon a full Examination ch 
the Affair, it was found, that we had full 
and punctually diſchargd all Engage.
